The  furrender  cf  the  Dutcli  fleet  to 
the  Britifh  fthe  particaflars  of  which  were 
given  in  yeuerdays  paper)  has  iince  been 
(tonfirmed,  In  our  halle  to  make  known, 
this  formidable  atchievment,  we  crrone- 
.  Hilly  Jtntccl  the  r.rinoer  of  guns  found  in 
the  Dutch  arfenais  to  be  25  inftead  of  95. 
The  Englilli  troops  in  landing,  labored 
under  all  the  difadvantages  of  lea  fick- 
nefs,  ftormy  gales,  a  very  high  furf,  and 
an  inceflant  fire  from  the  Batavian  troops: 
notwithfeanding  in  lei's  than  four  h  »uri 
time  the  debarkation  was  completely  ef- 
fected, to  the  number  of  12,000  men, 
whowere  obliged  to  fight  their  way  men 
by  inch.  The  courage,  perfeverance, 
and  bravery,  of  both  foldiers  and  Cailorsj 
were  never  more  confpicuous  :  and*  tho 
magnanin:ity  of  their  leaders  is  amply 
tefhned  by  the  glorious  (yet  to  be  lamen- 
ted) death  of  two  chief  oncers,  who  fell 
\n  leading  their  troops  to  contjueft,  one 
on  the  rigiit  and  the  oilier  on  the  left  of 
the  commander,  with  whom  they  had 
juft  been  converfing.  We  are  alio  ex- 
tremely forry  to  learn,  that  moft  of  the 
wounded  ofiicers  are  among  the  higheft 
in  command. 

The  brave  troops  in  Italy,  Switzer- 
land, and  on  the  borders  of  the  Rhine, 
now  fghting  in  the  fame  caufe,  will  no 
doubt  be  pleaje;!  to  hear  of -the  exploits 
of  the  ir  Englifh  fallow  heroes  in  Holland, 
and  the  mutual  fucceffoa  of  each  rannoe 
but  infpire  an  ardor  that  will  fpeedily  fet 
afide  every  ol  Uacle  in  the  way  of  fMjl 
has  been  fo  long  wilhed  for — a  general 
peace. 

Captain  Smith,  of  the  navy,  who  arri  - 
ved here  on  Thuvftlay  evening,  and  whe* 
left  the  Texel,  foon  after  captain  Win- 
thorpe,  reports,  that  the  Englilb  forcest 
now  in  lltiland  amount  to  nearly  24.000 
men  a  number  which  is  expected  to  be 
more  than  a  match  for  all  the  tror.ps  that 
the  Dutch  patriots  imd  the  French  caa 
oppofe  to  them.  It  is  natural  to  fuppofe 
that  the  furrender  o'aii  :he  marine  for- 
ces, to  the  prince  i  f  Oral  g.-,  will  induce 
.the  inhabitants  of  tiie  principal  cities  o- 
penly  to  declare  themfelves  in  favor  of 
one  or  tho  other  party,  and  moft  proba- 
bly the  general  voice  will  be  for  thac 
which  is  the  ftr^ngeli  :  fo.tlnt  the  time 
cannot  be  far  diftant  that  mutifunudi  in- 
telligence of  the  grcateft  import,  from 
the  fevrn  Ut  ited  Provinces.  .

We  have  this  moment  received  the  fol- 
iotving  particulars  refpecting  the  forra- 
der of  the  Dutch  licet,  the  truth  of  which 
we  can  warrant  >c  r'-ur  readers,  although 
they  not  copied  from  any  official  do- 
cuments. 

The  firft  divifion  of  the  Britifh  arma- 
ment h.aving  caft  'inchor  off  the  Te.xeL 
on  the  2  id  of  Auguft,  went  to  fea  attain 
on  the  23d,  on  account  of  very  heavy 
gales  of  wind,  during  which  one  gun 
boat  was  lo'l,  and  a  Ruffian  man  of  war 
driven  on  (bore,  out  without  receiving  a- 
ny  damage.  On  iMonday  the  26th,  of 
Aap!t,  the  fleet  came  to  anchor  again  off 
Ruikdown,  and  the  troops  were  landed 
on  the  27th,  at  four  o'clock  In  the  mor- 
ning. 

The  Dutch  made  p.  mod  formidable  cp- 
pofitien,  fo  much  I'c,  that  during  the  con- 
flict Jbottl  460  Engllfli  w«re  killed  and 
wounded,  among  whom  were  30  officers  ; 
and  we  are  lorry  to  fay,  that  col.  Sm.ol- 
let  of  the  guards,  and  col.  Have  chief 
engineer,  were  killed.  General  lie  James 
Pultney,  fecond  in  command,  cols.  Hope, 
Graham,  Macdonald,  ike.  wounded. 

The  Patch  loft  about  16,00  meri,  a- 
mor.g  whom  was  one  col.  The  Dutch 
finding  that  the  Englilh  were  determined 
to  cany  their  point,  at  all  hazards,  aban- 
doned tlie  Helder,  after  (piking  their 
guns.  They  had  maintained' their  ground 
with  great  courage,  until  the  Englifli 
troops  obtained  poffeffion  of  the  two 
heights,  wlfich  were  the  chief  aim  of  their 
refolute  attack. 

The  Englilh  fleet  entered  into  the 
Texel  on  the  29th  ult.  when  admira' 
Mitchell  fent  the  following  fummons  to 
admiral  Story  :

Your  fuperiority  in  point  of  force,  nor 
your  threats,  that  the  refponfibility  for 
the  Ihedding  of  blood  would  fall  upon  me, 
Could  not  have  prevented  me  from  {hew- 
ing, till  the  toft  moment,  what  I  might 
in  different  circumftancei  have  been  ena- 
bled to  do  for  my  fovereign,  which  I  ac- 
kno-.vledgc  only  in  the  people  of  Batavia 
8c  their  reprefer.tatives.  But  the  enfigns 
of  the  prince  of  Orange  have  effected 
what  they  were  intended  to  The  traitors 
whom  it  has  been  my  great  misfortune  to 
Command,  have  refuted  to  fight,  and  no- 
thing is  left  to  me  and  my  brave  officers 
but  a  hopelefs  vexation — -the  dreadful 
feelings  of  our  prefent  fituation.  I  fur- 
render  to  you  the  fleet  which  I  can  no 
longer  command,  and  from  this  moment 
you  are  under  the  obligation  to  look  to 
the  fecurity  of  ine  and  the  few  brave  men 
who  are  on  board  the  Batavian  fleet,  for  I 
confider  myfelf  and  them  as  prilbners  of 
war.

Auguft  30. 

Admiral  Story  had  under  his  command 
eight  fail  of  the  line  three  frigates,  and  a 
(loop  ;  and  after  the  taking  the  Helder, 
three  fail  of  line  and  five  frigates,  and  fe- 
veral  Inhanien,  armed  en  flute,  were  ta- 
ken in  the  Niewe-deep.  The  naval  arf- 
nal  is  alfo  in  poffeffion  of  the  Englifh  ; 
it  contains  many  ftores,  with  25  pieces  of 
ordnance. 

The  fecond  divifidn  of  the  expedition 
landed  the  fecond  day  after  the  taking  of 
the  Helder,  and  part  of  a  third  divifion 
confuting  of  cavalry,  were  alfo  arrived. 
The  Ruffian  armament  was  daily  expect- 
ed. There  are  no  French  troops  now  in 
Holland,  and  the  people  of  the  country 
are  in  general  perfectly  well  difpofed. 

The  rumour  of  Amfterdam  being  taken 
is  unfounded.

by  ftor.11.  The  enemy  in  the  conflict  are 
faid  to  have  loft  1500  men  ;  and,  we  la- 
ment to  fay,  the  1  >fs  on  our  fide  is  ftated 
at  500  men  in  killed  and^vounded,  chiefly 
belonging  to  the  guardsVV, 

Among  the  officers  k]jK^,  whole  death 
it  is  afflicting  to  record,  are  col.  Smollet 
of  the  guards,  and  maj.  Have,  of  the  ar 
tillcry. 

General  Sir  James  Puhney,  and  Mr. 
John  Hope,  are  among  the  wounded. 

The  troop*  began  todifembark  on  Tuef- 
day  morning  laft  at  two  o'clock  and  the 
action  between  the  enemy  and  the  Bri-

Our  readers  will  fee  by  lord  Duncan's 
letter,  that  he  had  no  uoubt  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  Dutch  fleet  being  at  the 
time  of  his  writing-in  the  pofleffion  of  ad- 
miral Mitchell.  \\ 

As  there  is  a  greater  depth  of  .water 
on  that  fide  of  the  Mars  Diep  wifch  is 
next  to  the  Helder  Point  that  on  tKfftde 
clofe  to  the  Texel  liland,  our  line  of  bat- 
tle (hips,  were  enabled  to  follow  the  Dutch 
fleet  into  the  Texel,  when  thofe  already 
mentioned,  m  the  Gazette  furrendered. 
Admiral  Mitchell,  in  his  letter  to  lord 
Duncan,  ftates,  that  he  Was  determined 
to  follow  the  remainder  even  to  the  walls 
of  Amfterdam,  and  the  gallant  admiral  has 
indeed  kept  his  word,  for  this  forenoon 
an  officer  of  the  nayy  arrived  at  the  admi- 
ralty with  an  account  of  his  fuccefs.  The 
admiral  after  the  firft  furrender  of  part  of 
the  Dutch  fleet,  as  ftated  in  the  Gazette, 
failed  up  the  Texel  with  eight  fail  of  two 
deckers,  and  moored  his  fhlns  along  fide 
the  remainder,  the  whole- o\  which,  viz. 

Light  fail  of  the  line,  and  every  other 
(Hip  in  the  Texel,  have  furrendered. 

The  following  is  the  official  notice  fent 
to  the  lord  mayor,  Lloyd's  Coffee  houfe, 
and  to  the  members  of  adminiftration  :

We  ftated  in  our  paper  of  yefterday, 
that  a  French  journal  of  a  late  date  had 
been  received  in  town,  containing  an  ac- 
count of  the  total  defeat  of  gen.  Joubei  t's 
army,  by  Marfhall  Suwarrow.  We  now 
learn  that  this  paper,  the  only  one  in 
town,  is  in  the  polfeffion  of  government. 
The  battle  is  faid  to  have  taken  place'  at 
Novi,  a  town  in  the  Genocfc  territories, 
ten  miles  weft  of  Tortona,  and  twentv- 
two  north-weft  of  Genoa. 

Private  letters  by  the  Hamburgh  mail, 
received  yefterday  ftate  that  Buonaparte 
had  made  good  his  retreat  into  Egypt,  and 
arrived  at  Cairo. 


Lexington,  October  31. 

We  received  by  laft  evening's  mail  the 
formal  declaration  of  war  by  the  Empe- 
ror of  Ituffia  againft  Spain,  in  which  arc 
the  following  elprefliohs,  which  plainly 
fliew  the  determinations  of  the  combined 
powers,  with  regard  to  France  :  "  We 
and  our  allies  ha  ve  refblved  to  overthrow 
the  lawlefs  government  now  ruling  in 
France,  and  we  have  therefore  rifen  a- 
gainft  it  with  all  our  forces." 

The  Emperor  Of  Iluflu  threatens  the 


King  of  Pmffia  with  an  irruption  of  one 
hundred  thioufand  men,  nnlefs  he  accedes 
to  the  coalition  againft  France.

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Philadelphia,  to 
a  merchant  in  Baltimore,  dated  Octo- 
ber 13th,  1799. 

"  It  is  now  reduced  to  a  certainty,  that 
the  preiident  has  fofpended  the  period  at 
rirft  fixed  for  ilic  departure  of  ourcommif- 
fioners  to  France.  Conjecture  on  the  fub- 
ject  is  biifv ;  but  a  perfon  who  is  in  a  fitua- 
tion to  be  acquainted  with  myftical  affairs 
of  the  nation,  yefterday  mentioned  in  my 
hearing,  that  the  taufc  of  the  fufpenfion 
originates  in  certain  advices  which  the 
preiident  has  recently  received  from  high 
authority  in  Europe,  that  proportions 
bave  been  made  by  the  combined  powers, 
to  admit  of  no  neutralities,  and  to  treat 
all  nations  as  enemies  that  were  not  deci- 
dedly in  their  intereft.  Therefore,  our 
only  alternative  appears  to  be  declarati- 
on of  war  en  one  fide  or  the  other.

The  paffenger  from  whem  we  have  ob- 
tainedthe  above,  alfo  informs, that  30,000 
Ruffians  had  arrived  at  Hamburg,  detu- 
ned to  acT;  againft  France.  This  is  110 
doubt  the  Ruffian  expedition  which  fail- 
ed from  EHineur  the  23d  of  Auguft,  and 
which  was  deiigned  to  co-operate  with  the 
Britifh  troops  in  the  reduction  of  Holland. 
It  is  more  than  probable  that  this  has  al- 
ready been  effeaed  without  the  aid  of  th* 
former.
